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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-2, 4-10, 12-18, and 20 remains rejected 
over Scherr and Challener. 

The amended claimed limitation "but not the master owner token" remains to read on the Scherr and Challener combination because the 
claimed invention does not specifically identify who or what is communicating the delelgate owner token. Thus, examiner can broadly 
interpret that any receiver where the delegate owner token is communicated to would read on the claimed invention that does not invovie 
the master token. The final rejection (1 1/26/07) states that the delegated environment can broadly be interpret as components, computers, 
systems, etc. that is according to the host token. Scherr discloses the host 22 sends a Create Data Space request to the data access 
manager. The Create Data Space request includes the host token that the data access manager can use to authenticate by comparing the 
received host token in the Creat Data Space request to a stored host token that the data manager has stored in it memory (COL. 8, LINES 
56-64). Hence, suggests only the host token is received and not the master token. Therefore, Scherr reads on the claimed 
"communicating the delegate owner token, but not the master owner token, to the delegated environment. Whatever else that Scherr 
discusses is extra features of his invention and that the master token is being communicated separately or to another environment or 
component at another time (COL.7, LINES 59-66. Scherr does not disclose the master token is communicated with the host token nor the 
host token communicated along with the master token. Therefore, reads on applicant's invention as claimed. 
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
